28.—The situation of 
Serbia still holds the chief point of 
interest in the world war. 
In the 
n o rth east 
the 
Austro-Germans 
and 
Bulgarians have 
formed 
a junction 
which brings the Teutonic allies a 
step nearer the attainm ent of their 
purpose—to lend aid to their Turkish 
ally. 
From the iron gates along the Serbo- 
Roumanian frontier to Negotin, where 
the river leaves Serbian soil, Hie Dan 
abe is now held by the Austro-Ger- 
m ans 
and Bulgarians and offers 
a 
m eans for the shipm ent of men and 
anna and am m unition to R ustrhuk, 
Bulgaria, a short distance westward 
of the point where the Danube bends 
northw ard and quits Bulgarian 
ter­ 
ritory. 
T hat the Teutons and their allies 
will now continue southeast along the 
Timok river valley, in an endeavor to 
reach Nish and capture that im por­ 
tant junction of the Belgr&de-Constan- 
tinople express line and the Nlsh-Sa- 
loniki line, seems probable. 
Although the arm ies of the central 
powers and Bulgaria are making prog­ 
ress at all points in the north from 
the Danube and the Save rivers, and 
from the Drina on the Bosnian front, 
British troops from Saloniki have now 
Joined hands in the south with the 
French forces, who have been victo­ 
rious over the Bulgarians near the 
CJreek-Serb frontier. 
This would in­ 
dicate that the 13,000 British troops 
who were landed in Greece are now, 
or soon will be, in action.*

H ouse, Columbus, Ohio, I first m et the 
l a t e 
Charles 
Hoyt. 
It was be­

on the stage;

w e d d i n g of a 
school 
friend. 
Jim Miller, an old 
circus man, then 
m anager 
of

Metropolitan 
opera house, Co­ 
lumbus.

T h a t evening

old hotel I enter­ 
tained Hoyt and 
some acqualnances with some comic

next day when Hoyt called. 
To make 
a long story short, he put me In his 
play "A Hole In the Ground.”

was in Columbus rehearsing for the 
opening.

Into the Elks lodge in Columbus the 
night before we opened. 
H o ra Walsh 
was Hoyt's leading woman and he 
m arried H o ra on July 25, 1887.

was seventeen on July 24th and Hoyt 
was tw enty-seven on July 26 and they 
selected the day between for the wed­ 
ding day. 
Charlie Reed, an old min­ 
strel man, Fannie Stevens and I were 
at th e wedding, which occurred at 
C harleston, N. Y.

C harles Hoyt had a w ay of writing 
about his players’ personality and It 
was while “A Hole In th e Grouud" 
was on th e boards th a t he wrote “A 
Brass Monkey” and put m e in to do
